Birtley, Durham. — On Sunday, October the 2nd, an 
organ, erected in St. Joseph's Catholic Church by Mr. 
J. Nicholson, of Newcastle, was formally opened, when 
Mozart's 12th Mass was performed in a creditable manner 
by an efficient choir. The instrument is a very fine one, 
with 16 stops, which were fully displayed by Mr. J. F. 
Swinburne, organist of the church, who presided. 

Bramham. — Concert by the blind. — On the 12th of 
October, a concert was given at this place by Miss Maria 
Wilson, of Hull, and Messrs. Plowman, Hind, Hudson, 
Holmes, and Turner, from York. The programme com- 
prised a choice selection of songs, glees, madrigals, &c, 
and the concert gave much satisfaction. 

Brentwood. — The members of the Brentwood Har- 
monic Society gave a concert of vocal and instrumental 
music on the 18th ult., in aid of the funds of the Brent- 
wood Rifle Corps, which attracted a large audience, among 
whom were the officers and most of the members of the 
corps. The first part consisted of sacred music, com 
prising several choruses and other pieces from Handel's 
oratorios, and some anthems, which were given very 
effectively. Then followed various patriotic songs and 
choruses, sung very creditably by members of the society, 
amongst whom were Miss Bartington, Miss Matz, Messrs. 
Richardson, Threader, and Carter. Mr. H. Brown, 
organist of Brentwood Church, conducted. 

Brighton. — The Brighton Sacred Harmonic Society 
gave its first concert of the season on the 9th ult., when 
the performances consisted of selections from Mendels- 
sohn's Elijah. The music gave great satisfaction to a 
crowded audience. Mr. Gutteridge conducted, Herr 
Stern led the band, and Mr. J. E. Roe presided at the 
organ. The principal vocalists were Miss Strong, Mr. 
Saltmarsh, Messrs. Bishop, F. Butler, Bowmaker, C. 
Weller, and R. Roe, who all acquitted themselves satis- 
factorily. 

Chester, — The Choral Society gave their 27th per- 
formance on Monday evening, the 1st of October, when 
Haydn's Creation was performed ; Mrs. Skeaf, of 
Liverpool, Mrs. Hornby, Mr. G. F. Wilson, and Mr. 
Ledsham, were the principal vocalists. Mrs. Skeaf's 
rendering of " With verdure clad," and Mr. Wilson's 
" In native worth," were much admired. Mr. Ingham 
presided at the organ ; and Mr. Sheaf, of Liverpool, 
conducted. 

Cape op Cood Hope.— The newspapers from this 
colony give a very flourishing account of the progress of 
music. The Cape Choral Society has now about 30 
members, and they have recently given two public 
concerts, which were well attended. Every lover of 
music must be gratified to hear that the taste for music 
which prevails here is almost universal. Nearly every 
house has its piano, and there are some good performers. 
Instrumental music seems to be cultivated more than the 
human voice, but the Choral Society is doing much to 
improve the art. 

Camberweil. — On Thursday evening, the 18th ult., 
Mr. F. A. Bridge opened an Elementary Singing Class at 
the New Congregational Chapel, Camberweil New-road, 
by delivering a lecture on " Home and Congregational 
Music." The lecturer very ably and interestingly described 
the mission of music, both sacred and secular; its use 
and abuse; illustrating his remarks by the aid of a small 
choir, who sang several choral pieces with much effect. 

A Concert was given in the Camberwell-hall, on 

the evening of the 3rd ult., in aid of the funds for re- 
pairing the Organ of Emmanuel Church. The vocalists 
were the " Concert Opera Union," consisting of Miss 
Nina Vincent, Miss E. Travers, and Miss Riseam; Mr. 



J. Payne, Mr. W. Robinson, and Mr. Stanley Mayo; 
concertina, Mrs. Rickman; pianoforte, Miss Ellen Bliss; 
conductor, Mr. James Robinson. The first part consisted 
of selections from Maritana, with explanations of the 
principal points of the opera by Mr. James Robinson. 
In the second part Mr. Robinson's choir contributed 
several four-part songs, and all the singers appeared in a 
miscellaneous selection. A considerable sum was realized 
on behalf of the fund. 

Chelmsford. — The first of Herr Stromeyer's local 
monthly concerts of vocal and instrumental music took 
place on the 25th of September, at the Corn Exchange. 
Herr Stromeyer's object is to unite all the musical talent 
in and around Chelmsford. The orchestra numbers 24 
members, and the pieces were performed very correctly, 
considering that it has been established only one month. 
Several solos and glees were also neatly executed. The 
pianoforte accompaniments were played by Herr Stromeyer 
and Mr. F. Smith. 

Durham. — Miss Diana Ashton, daughter of Mr. 
Ashton of the Durham Cathedral Choir, gave an evening 
concert in the Town Hall, on the 16th of last month. 
Miss Ashton played several difficult pieces on the piano, 
for which she was greatly applauded. The local news- 
papers speak highly of her talent. She was assisted by 
Mr. Lockwood on the harp, and by Messrs. Brown, Kaye, 
Ashton, Martin, Walker, Hemmingway, and Lambert, of 
the cathedral choir. 

Horbury. — On the 8th ult. the members of the Hor- 
bury Choral Society gave a miscellaneous concert in the 
National School-room. The artists engaged were Mrs. 
Sunderland, Miss Newbound, and Mr. Mortimer ; Mr. 
Hopkinson presided at the pianoforte, and Mr. Wilson 
officiated as conductor. The chorus included upwards 
of 60 voices. The programme consisted chiefly of selec- 
tions from Bishop, Weber, and Mendelssohn, each piece 
being well performed. 

Huddersfield. — On the evening of the 2nd ult., the 
ceremony of re-opening the organ in Buxton-road Chapel, 
which has recently been thoroughly repaired and re-voiced 
by Mr. John Hunton, was performed by Mr. Walter 
Parratt, in the presence of a very large audience, who 
were admitted by ticket. The programme comprised 
selections from different masters, and was gone through 
by Mr. Parratt with much taste and judgment. 

Hull. — On the 16th ult., a performance of sacred 
music took place in Clowe's Chapel, Hull, consisting of 
selections from the oratorios of Joshua, Judas Maccabams, 
and Elijah. Mr. Rodgers, of Doncaster, presided at the 
new and powerful organ just erected in the chapel by 
Messrs. Forster and Andrews, of this town ; and he was 
ably assisted by Hr. Hall, organist of the parish church. 
Mr. J. W. Stephenson, organist of St. John's Church, 
conducted. The chorus numbered sixty voices. About 
2,000 persons were present. 

Hythe, Kent. — On the 18th ult., Mr. Clafton (organist 
oftheHythe church), gave a concert of miscellaneous 
music in the Town Hall, assisted by the following artists : 
Miss Hayward, Messrs. Plant, Newsome, and Farrow, 
who sang a selection of songs, duets, and glees, with 
much taste and effect. Mr. Clafton played Thalberg's 
" Home, sweet home " on the pianoforte, in a finished 
style, which elicited an encore. The hall was crowded 
upon the occasion. 

Manchester. — The third season of the Manchester 
Choral Society will commence this month in the Free 
Trade Hall, when the oratorio of Samson will be performed, 
under the direction of Mr. Charles Halle. The com- 
mittee have determined to reduce the number of seats 
from 2,000 to 1,500. The subscription is to remain at its 
former amount of one guinea for the season, but the 

number of concerts will be reduced to four. The 

concerts at Henshaw's Blind Asylum continue to be 
well attended. On Wednesday, the 10th ult., several

Halle's evening concert came off at the Free Trade 
Hall on the 26th of September, when the whole of the 
music in Gliick's opera of Armida was performed for 
the first time. The principal singers were Miss Pa- 
repa, Miss Banks, Mr. Armstrong, and Miss S. Cole ; 
Messrs. G. Perren, Mathieson, Robberds, and Santley. 
The band and chorus consisted of 250 performers, 
and the whole was conducted by Mr. Halle. Great 
credit is due to Mr. Halle for presenting to the pub- 
lic so excellent a performance of this charming music. 
On Saturday, the 29th of September, Mr. Halle gave 
another concert of miscellaneous music, when he himself 
performed several pieces on the piano in a most finished 
and artistic manner, for which he was greatly applauded. 

Newcastle. — The completion in St. Nicholas Church 
of the beautiful Ions memorial window was inaugurated 
on the 30th of September, by special services for the occa- 
sion. The music in the morning comprised the Te Deum 
and Jubilate, in C, Dr. Ions' last composition, and a work 
of the highest order. The anthem was, " O Lord, rebuke 
me not," taken from thefirst part of the exercise for Doctor's 
degree. In the evening the pieces were the Magnificat 
and Nunc Dimittis, in A, composed in 1834 ; the Anthem 
being the finale of the exercise for Doctor's degree. The 
music of the psalm-tunes and services was the composition 
of the late Doctor, as was also a " Voluntary" played 
during the collection in the evening. Mr. J. W. Ions, 
organist, presided at that instrument with his usual ability. 

Orchestral' Society. — This society was established 
in 1857 for the purpose of developing the talent and 
capabilities of musical amateurs, by a well-directed 
weekly practice of symphonies, overtures, and other 
standard orchestral works of the great masters. The Com- 
mittee have appointed Mr. J. T. Willy the musical 
director and leader of the society, and the weekly meetings 
will be held, for practice, every Wednesday evening at the 
Whittington Club. 

Peckham. — Mr. Howard Herring gave his annual 
concert at the Rosemary Branch, Assembly Rooms, on the 
18th ult. Among the principal vocalists were Miss Parry, 
Miss Palmer, Messrs. Tedder, Beckett, Smith, and Osborn. 
Mr. Herring presided at the pianoforte. 

Ryde, I. W. — Mr. Godwin Fowles gave his first concert 
at the Victoria-rooms in this Town, on Tuesday the 2nd 
ult. The playing of Mr. Fowles is above the average of 
pianoforte performers. He was assisted by Madame 
Rode, Miss Fisher, Miss Fowles, and Mr. Husk. 

Shadwell. — A concert was given in the school-room 
of the Ebenezer Chapel, on Tuesday, October 2nd, by the 
Albion Choral Society (of St.George'sEastandWapping), 
numbering 50 voices. The pieces were selected from 
Handel and other eminent composers, and were well given. 

Sunderland. — The Seaham Harbour Choral Society 
has lately been resuscitated, and is now going on flourish 
ingly. The members had their first practice night on the 
11th ult., in the National School-room, under the direction 
of Mr. Lee, of Sunderland. The inhabitants have sup- 
ported the society liberally ; and if the members will work 
together harmoniously, there is every prospect of the 
permanency of the society. 

Weymodth. — On the 28th of September, an evening 
performance of vocal and instrumental music, given 
by the members of the choral class, assisted by Mr. 
Honeywell, Mr. J. Alcock, and Mr. and Mrs. W. Alcock, 
took place in St. John's School-room, Fortune's-well. 
The programme contained a good selection of secular 
music, and a number of glees and songs were performed 
in addition to two overtures by the band. Mr. Honeywell 
accompanied on the pianoforte. There was a large audience 
who seemed to be highly gratified with the performance. 



Winchester. — The 24th Lecture Session of the 
Mechanics' Institution was inaugurated on the 17th ult., 
by a concert, the executants being the members of the 
Motet Union in connection with the classes of the insti- 
tution, who have, under the tuition of Mr. R. W. Wylie, 
achieved great proficiency.
